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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is responsive to communication received 08/24/2004 - 
application papers filed; 10/12/2004 - Drawings; 03/16/2006 - IDS statements (3). 
Claims 1-18 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to a golf club head, classified in class 473, subclass 
324. 

II. Claim 18, drawn to a method of fitting a golf club to a golfer's swing 
parameters, classified in class 473, subclass 409. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product as claimed 
can be used with another materially different process of using that product. For 
example, the product as claimed may be used in a method for displaying a golf club 
comprising the steps of selecting an optimal sales location for viewing by patrons, 
providing a major body and a minor body attached together to form a completed golf 
club head; arranging multiple completed golf club heads in an arrangement for viewing 
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by prospective patrons; each completed golf club head including a specific loft angle, lie 
angle and face angle; whereby patrons may select a desired golf club. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
